Assistance Program sponsored by Indian Head Bank. It is 
operated by International Systems (involved with federal 
government in processing grants). They would have one of 
their representatives review operations and search grants that 
might be available to the county. They would help and pre- 
pare grant and would follow through with the Washington, 
D.C., authorities and representatives. There is a cost for this 
program, 1% based on the cost of implementing grant. Any 
costs involved would be paid by the grant, fee is $6,000.00 per 
year. Mrs. Scranton will look into matter with Indian Head 
Bank. 


D. Whipple made motion, seconded by P. Russell that this 
matter be tabled for next executive meeting.

Mayor Rossiter — Should be clear ethically, reference to 
time for exchange of Bloomer property — city and county 
parking, ete. 


Comm. Savage — Immediate negotiations — no delay, 
matter of parking. 


D. Whipple — Delegation wants 20 spaces, sometimes 
delegation meets days, need 28 spaces. 


Pelloquin — If we lose 20 spaces from 80, minus 35 — 
leave 40%. Commit 10 spaces reserved for that lot. 
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Mayor Rossiter — Start out with some alternative — per- 
haps start out with 10 spaces and later expand. 
Comm, Savage — Asked Mayor Rossiter when council will 
meet again with County representatives. 
Have another meeting of this group again. Date set for 
Friday, January 29, 1977, at 11:00 a.m. 
Mayor Rossiter — Agreed. 
Rep. R. Galloway — Reasons for breaking lease for ex- 
pansion, 20 years?

The Committee appointed by the Chairman of the County 
Delegation to study special funding requests for Aid to Handi- 
capped Children is pleased to submit the following report: 


1. We met several times with Rep. Mallat, Vice Chair- 
man of the Keene School Board; Charles Larracy, Assistant 
Superintendent of Supervisory Union #29; and James 
Haddock, Executive Director of New Hope-New Horizons, We 
have carefully reviewed enrollment figures, costs to towns 
and/or city and to the Supervisory Unions involved. Support- 
ing New Hope-New Horizons is the least expensive way for all 
concerned to service these children and young adults. 


2. In addition we have talked to the Directors of Mental 
Hygiene, members of the Department of Education, and mem- 
bers of the Senate Finance and Appropriations Committees. In 
their collective opinion funding by the State will be minimal, 
or less than minimal for the coming biennium. 


Although we have some reservations about the County be- 
ing in the business of education, given the present condition of 
state funds, the Committee strongly recommends that the 
County Delegation continue to budget the requested monies to 
continue to provide these young people the tools they need to 
become productive, contributing citizens.

Back of two superior 
courts — quarters for judges, clerk of the court has space to 
be in touch with judges. Attorneys rooms and reporters. 
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Basement — Discarded connecting the basement of the 
old and new building because of costs. Lower level of building 
will be the probation department, staff lounge facilities. There 
will be facilities for delivering of persons, security rooms for 
delivery to court chambers. Will use judges and clerk benches 
(old ones) in probate clerk area. Worth of probation room 
windows discussed, pertaining to ones on South side towards 
central park. Cubicle, dome and railing on top to be maintained. 
Windows in new building are not like the ones in the old 
building because they are not needed. Don’t need space, extra 
space is too costly. Heating of domestic hot water requirements 
will be by solar panels, can’t do with all of the buildings. 


Sheriff's Department — On lower level of new building. 
Attachment to buildings is lighted and airy. 


County Parking Lot — Handicapped ramp entrance, back 
court controlled by clerk, judges chambers. 


Cross section of new and old facility — attic space of old 
court house to be used for mechanical equipment. 


Longtitude section — Clerk and court area. Elevators. 
Waiting lobby and security court. 


Mr. Whipple called upon Chairman of Building Committee, 
Hon. H. E. Close who mentioned committee had approved of 
the plans to date. Chairman Whipple took a poll on how delega- 
tion feels.

Financial Budget on the operation of the County up to June 30, 
1977, and to consider any other matters that might be brought 
before the committee. 
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Revenue Income. Comm. H. Savage reviewed the revenue in- 
come — the New County Home has about 90 patients to date, 
by end of year it will be at least 100. The new rate per day is 
now $30.00 instead of $20.00. 


Other revenue income is derived from the increase of fees 
in the Register of Deeds office which took effect July 1, 1977. 
Farm receipts are up. Interest earnings from borrowing for 
anticipation. Question of taxes — money will last until middle 
of September. May have to borrow until tax money is received. 
There is no contingency fund. Problem area — employees on 
state retirement — not projected properly — may be over 7-8 
thousand dollars over what projected because of additional 
employees. However, interest will provide for excess spending. 
Amount over and above budgeted for County Budget. 


Recommendations. Because of crime and cases unsolved 
due to Wilson’s trial case, the phone bills have risen. It has 
been suggested that a “Watts” line be considered for the pur- 
pose of saving on telephone bills. It was also mentioned that 
more letters be written to save money. 


New County Home. Comm. Waterman mentioned that close 
to 40 people have been added to the staff since the dedication. 
Lots of applications, turnover greater, one out of 4 become per- 
manent employees. Private patients are being taken, six from 
the N. H. State Hospital. G. Marshala mentioned that regula- 
tions require occupancy must be up to 85% in order to qualify 
for matching federal funds. 

Energy Question. Safety lights have to be on 24 hours daily, 
under new safety code requirements. 


Jail. Can handle up to 42 inmates, due to DWI’s Jail has 
been busy. 


E. Ladd made motion budget be accepted and seconded by 
G. Marshala, all present in favor. 


New Business. Commissioner Adams mentioned that B. 
Callahan asked to sell old radios, wants authority to sell and 
put money into Crime Commission Fund to be used for match- 
ing funds to purchase monitors for Sheriff's Department which 
monitors State Police activities. Amount comes up to $125.00. 
N. Proctor made motion seconded by G. Marshala for approval 
of transaction for sale of radios. All present were in favor. This 
matter has to be brought up at another meeting because public 
notice has to be made to spend public funds not already pro- 
jected in budget.

Dormitory build- 
ing foundation settled in 1950, considered unsafe to use, how- 
ever structurally sound according to a study committee. Other 
counties have torn down old buildings, others have remodeled. 
Suggested committees go through buildings and review. Look 
at physical part of old buidings before making a commitment. 


Main building was built between 1910 and 1918. Dormitory 
building was built in 1898. Little building in back, originally 
housed correction facilities. Main building was built in 1860. 


Buildings are old and construction is old. Need is for 
storage space which is not in the new County Nursing Home 
facilities. Suggested cutting off the heat and draining of pipes 
in old buildings that are not in use. Boilers have been in for 20 
years, had boiler inspection yesterday, tubes in excellent shape, 
doors need repairs. 


Comm. Adams — Concurs with Comm. Waterman, tear 
down most of old buildings. Annex — new part could be used 
for office space, suggestions for Council on Aging and Home 
Maker Programs, also Extension Service Offices. 


Chairman Moore — Asked for recommendations and com- 
ments, immediate problem cutting off heat, draining pipes of 
buildings not in use. 


After exchanging ideas and comments, the committees 
toured the old buildings from basement to top floors of each 
one. Mention was made of fire regulations and meeting fire 
standards in old facilities, sprinkler system, etc. Handicapped 
ramp, for old facilities if maintained. 


New Jail — Is self-contained. 


Mention of selling of old beds, furniture and other equip- 
ment which remains in old buildings. 


Comm. Adams — Asked for authority from Executive 
Committee to sell beds to purchase a gazebo for the New 
Nursing Home. One old building now in use is for storing the 
vegetables which are raised on the farm because the New 
County Nursing Home does not have enough freezer storage 
space. If this old building is torn down, storage space will be 
needed at the New County Nursing Home. 
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Comm. Waterman and Mr. Steve Knapp suggested Execu- 
tive Committee and Old County Nursing Home Committee send 
in suggestions and recommendations to all members of the 
delegation regarding the heating of the old buildings and 
facilities still in use, within two weeks and any information on 
housing possibilities. Also selling of furniture, equipment, per- 
haps an auction? Reserve bid for non-profit organizations?

sessed the City and Towns and $1,505,104.00 by estimated 
revenue. All delegates present voted in favor and the motion 
was carried. 


3. To see if the Delegation will vote to rescind previous 
action taken, scheduling monthly meetings in the various towns 
of the county. H. Close made motion that the Chairman of the 
Delegation, D. E. Whipple call the meetings of time and place, 
seconded by A. Fillback. All delegates present voted in favor, 
motion carried. 


4. To view final plang for the new Court House facility 
and to consider estimated costs. 


Architect Edward C. Lewis of Hanover stated the figure 
includes a built-in inflation factor of 7 per cent with construc- 
tion to start in the spring. The sum includes $2,237 million in 
construction costs and the rest for architect’s fees and funds 
for furnishings. The additions will house a sheriff’s office, law 
library, superior court room and suite for the clerk of court. 
Also, the existing building will be repaired and offices will be 
renovated. D. Whipple said the hold-up is the tenants who oc- 
eupy the Bloomer property. By law, they have 90 days to re- 
locate. After that the County can proceed. 


N. Proctor asked about conservation factors. Lewis said his 
firm had designed the new buildings and solar collectors and 
planned to insulate the attic and walls of the old building to 
prevent heat loss. 


H. Close made motion, seconded by P. Parker that the Con- 
vention vote to accept the Court House plans prepared by the 
architect and hold a public hearing pursuant to the provisions 
of N. H. RSA Chapter 33:10, to consider the issuance of bonds 
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in the amount of $2,600,000.00 to provide for the renovation of 
the present court house, addition of a new court facility, and 
for the purpose of equipment, furnishings and related facilities 
incidental thereto, and to hear public comment on the design of 
a new court facility and the renovated court house. All del- 
egates present voted in favor, motion carried. This was a roll 
eall vote. Chairman D. Whipple will call a public hearing and 
notify the press to the effect. 


5. To hear report of the County Farm Study Committee. 


Rep. Robert T. Moore, told the delegation his study com- 
mittee favors an eventual housing project for the elderly in 
buildings vacated this summer when patients moved to a new 
county nursing home. Some of the buildings are in pretty bad 
shape and it might be cheaper to tear them down. However, the 
committee favors an “engineering study” which will give the 
actual condition of the buildings and their potential, if any. 
The cost of the study is about $1,000.00 and Architect Lewis 
can provide that service. The concensus of the Commissioners 
favor remodeling or demolishing. Thinking in terms of federal 
housing program, Federal Grant will provide 100% matching 
funds. Federal people want an engineering study by profes- 
sional engineer. 


W. Lynch, head of the Keene Housing Authority, warned 
the delegates that HUD doesn’t even know if there will be any 
rehabilitation money for next year and even if there is, you 
have to go up for bid for any plans you get accepted. Said a 
private construction firm could bid against the county to do 
the project. He suggested a shared-home program along the 
lines of the Heller Home in Keene, where federal money sub- 
sidizes the support of residents on a “per day fee basis.” The 
share home accommodation would house the emotional and 
physical handicapped but doesn’t require professional people 
with training to distribute medications. 


R. Callahan suggested a study be done first to consider the 
conditions of the buildings or potential, then consult the West- 
moreland Zoning Board. 


D. Whipple said a professional study is probably necessary 
but aside from the old hospital building itself, the other build- 
ings are in bad shape. The oldest building is about the time of 
1860. He suggested salvaging the old hospital building and re- 
modeling to house the offices of the Cheshire County Extension 
Service. 
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P. Parker suggested a half-way house, saying the residents 
would be involved in on-the-job training and rehabilitation 
center. It is too isolated for elderly people as far as activities. 


Rep. Hogan asked Architect Lewis about the buildings. 
Lewis is not familiar with old buildings, needs preliminary in- 
vestigation. 


G. Marshala made motion to put $1,000.00 in budget to al- 
low commissioners to have Architect Lewis conduct engineer- 
ing study, to be drawn from unincumbent funds, seconded by 
B. Callahan. All delegates voted in favor except E. Johnson. 
There will be a public hearing to ask for $1,000.00 approval for 
study. 


6. To consider any other matters that are legally brought 
before the convention. 


B. Callahan asked that the matter of radio monitors be 
brought up to the public hearing.

in the City of Keene on the so-called Bell and Bloomer 
Properties and to renovate the present County Court House to 
provide facilities for the Probate Court, Register of Probate, 
Register of Deeds, Assistant County Attorney, County Welfare, 
Commissioners and Probation Department. 


Three lawyers, Atty. H. Close, Atty. Bell and Atty. Arwe 
were the speakers at the public hearing on Article I and all 
three endorsed the project. Rep. E. H. Close who is an attorney, 
presented a resolution from the Foundation for the Preserva- 
tion of Historic Keene, calling for changes in the architect’s 
plans to allow preservation of historic parts of the court house. 
Atty. Arwe stated the plans drawn by Architect Edward C. 
Lewis of Hanover are “excellent” and favored the project. 
Atty. Bell referred to his twenty-five years as a Keene lawyer 
and was in support of the renovation of the Court House. Atty. 
Bell stated that “Atty. Charles Contas, Clerk of the Superior 
Court, had too large a docket already for the number of judges 
available to us.” “Justice has to be served and these facilities 
are limiting the quality of how well we can dispense that 
justice. It wouldn’t be before long when a Superior Court 
Judge would be assigned here.” 


Commissioners H. Savage, D. Barrett and D. Adams are all 
in favor of the Court House Project and mentioned it is signif- 
icant to downtown Keene, also to retain at least a portion of the 
Court Room interior. 


Chairman Whipple asked if there was anyone else who 
wanted to speak for or against Article I — or if there were any 
questions. There were none. 


Article II: — Shall the County Commissioners be authoriz- 
ed to expend the amount of $231.00 for the purchase of four 
monitors for the Sheriff’s Department under a Crime Commis- 
sion Grant, said amounts to be drawn from surplus, 
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Rep. Robert C. Callahan spoke in favor of a request to 
spend $231.00 for communications improvements for the 
Cheshire County Sheriff’s Department. Callahan is also chief 
coordinator of Southwestern N. H. Fire Mutual Aid, the major 
dispatching center for emergency services in southwestern New 
Hampshire and areas of Massachusetts and Vermont. The 
$231.00 is 25 per cent of the purchase price of four monitors 
linking radio communications between the two law enforcement 
agencies. The remaining 75% of the cost will be paid by a fed- 
eral grant distributed by the Governor’s Commission on Crime 
and Delinquency. State police radios operate on low band and 
town and county police operate on high band frequencies. For 
years, lack of direct communication among cruisers severely 
hampered law enforcement efforts. 


No one spoke against the request. 


Article III: — Shall the County Commissioners be authoriz- 
ed to hire an engineer to inspect and report as a result of a 
study the condition of the vacated County Nursing Home build- 
ings at a cost of $1,000.00, this amount to be drawn from sur- 
plus. 


Rep. Moore, Chairman of Old County Nursing Home Com- 
mittee “stated his committee favors renovation and remodeling 
of the vacated buildings for an elderly housing project, but it is 
possible it might be cheaper just to tear them down and start 
fresh.” Other county delegation members have suggested dif- 
ferent uses for the buildings including a half-way house, a 
shared home for the emotionally and physically handicapped. 
Fleck and Lewis, Architects have offered to conduct the study. 
No other comments were made against this Article. Commis- 
sioner H. Savage indicated that the delegation was in agree- 
ment and according to the statutes this matter had to be 
brought before a public hearing.

The public hearing is on the Cheshire County Budget 
proposed for nine months ended Sept. 30, 1977, and proposed 
budget for 1978.

Sheriff’s Dept. —- Commissioner Harold Savage spoke in 
regard to a proposal under which another cruiser would be 
rented for the Sheriff’s Dept. One car is now 4 years old and 
is costly to repair. Page 8 of Budget, Line 88, $6,392.00 amount 
will include the cost of the cruiser rental. Pay raise of per- 
sonnel in Sheriff’s Dept., the only other line item that varied 
this year. 


Public Welfare — Page 12. Com. H. Savage referred to the 
Legislation enacted into law, H.B.1024, ‘Applying the settle- 
ment law to municipal contributions for old age assistance and 
aid to the permanently and totally disabled.” This law governs 
lability of the County for accepting people under catagories. 
Under revised laws, persons in this category will lose their 
settlement after a year and town will have to support costs. 
Law took effect Aug. 30, 1977, but impact won’t be felt until 
1978 in the fall. County will have 4 months’ liability. Over 100 
people may become county charges and Mr. Savage doesn’t 
know how many will be from surrounding towns, County pays 
50%. Cost will be substantial considering number of people 
involved. 


Soldier’s Aid — Page 12, Line 57. Legislature changed 
laws, if a person gets 865 days continuous days of assistance 
from town, person automatically becomes a county charge, to 
new law which states if over a period of years, 365 days are 
accumulated, person can become a county charge. 


The biggest increase proposed in the budget is for the 
County Farm and Home, followed by public welfare assistance, 
in county administration costs, mostly for retirement and in- 
surance benefits for county employees. 


Page 12, Line Item 61. Mr. Kenneth Colby, Pres. of 
Cheshire Senior Services requested an increase from $8,000.00 
to $20,000.00 for 1978. This group plans to take over a county- 
wide homemaker-home health aid program which has been pre- 
viously directed by the Keene Visiting Nurses Association and 
needs $14,000.00 matching funds, plus $6,000.00 to pay for 
direct services to indigent elderly persons living in Cheshire 
County. 
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Mr. H. Savage informed Mr. Colby there will be a meeting 
of the executive committee and Mr. Colby and Mrs. B. Knicely 
can present their recommendations on that date. 


Recommendation by Harold Savage that the budget be cut 
by 10%. 

After the first of the year the Commissioner will know 
more as the County Accountant has been working with Com- 
missioner Waterman on the formula regarding patients. 


Page 12, Lines 29 and 59. Mr. Steve Knapp, New Hope- 
New Horizons, Ine. & Monadnock Health & Welfare. Mr. Knapp 
is requesting the same amount of funds as last year, however, 
there has been an increase in the workshop activity. Chairman 
D. Whipple asked for a breakdown of their budget. 


Requested funds for Health & Welfare as of last year. 
Page 12, Line 56. Ms. Doris Hohmann. Biggest increase has 


been in intermediate nursing home care category — has doubled 
in past four years and in the new nursing home, it has tripled. 


Sheriff Lysitt asked to speak. Page 8, Line Item 3. His 
deputies are working 7 days a week and after 5:00 p.m. He has 
kept track of the overtime and it comes to 480 hours — would 
like an appropriation for a flat rate amounting to $2,500.00 for 
500 hours of overtime. This will be added to the salaries of his 
deputies for their overtime. Chairman D. Whipple said he 
would take this matter under consideration. 


Mr. Harry Bennett — C. C. Conservation District, asked 
to speak — Page 2.

REPORT OF COUNTY COMMISSIONERS 


To the Citizens of Cheshire County: 


In keeping with the statutes of the State of New Hamp- 
shire, the Commissioners present their annual report for the 
year 1977. 


The year just ended, certainly, is one of accomplishment 
for the County of Cheshire. 


Additional improvements made necessary by statutory re- 
quirements and judicial orders to our detention center rates 
our jail and House of Correction one of the finest county 
facilities in New Hampshire. Kevin Gordon was promoted to 
head guard earlier in the year and has done a commendable 
job in supervising its operation. 


A major accomplishment this year was in resolving the 
impasse associated with the Court House. City officials 
cooperating with county representatives finalized an agree- 
ment under which the county could take the Bell and Bloomer 
property by eminent domain and the city would pay all costs 
involved in exchange for the Fuller Park property. 
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Our architect, Edward C. Lewis of Fleck and Lewis, Han- 
over, N.H., was hired to prepare plans for construction of a 
new Superior Court building and renovation of the present 
Court House. 


In October the delegation voted to authorize a bond issue 
in the amount of $2,600,000 for construction and renovation 
purposes. ' 


On July 23 the new nursing home in Westmoreland was 
dedicated providing 150 beds for our elderly citizens. In the 
year just ended 125 patients were enjoying the new facilities. 


To improve and facilitate the processing of records a 
Phillips Accounting Machine was purchased. This machine 
processes all checks which is a tremendous time saver. 


After many years in the Commissioners Office Mrs. Ina 
Clark retired in December. She was the loyal and dedicated 
mainstay of our office. When it came to accounting no chal- 
lenge was too great for her to solve. Her reports and records 
were always A-1. We will, indeed, miss her. We wish her many 
happy years in her retirement. 


It is also our thought to acknowledge the contributions, 
gifts, and deeds by many groups and individuals for the 
happiness and comfort provided our senior citizens at Maple- 
wood Home. 


The cooperation of Administrator and Mrs. Waterman and 
that of all county officials is greatly acknowledged by the 
Commissioners.

As Nursing Home Administrator-Superintendent and 
Director of Nursing Services and Matron of Cheshire County 
Maplewood Nursing Home and Cheshire County House of 
Correction, Jail and Farm we herein submit our annual report. 


This has been a very busy and exhausting year. Our 
Administrative Assistant, Mrs. Abich left February lst to move 
to Florida with her husband. We really missed her organiza- 
tional abilities in preparing for our move to the new Nursing 
Home. 


On July 6, 1978, we moved into our new Home with 68 
patients. With the excellent cooperation of our entire staff and 
many volunteers, we accomplished the move in five hours. We 
feel this is a great compliment to our dedicated staff and 
especially to the department heads of all departments for their 
cooperation and many hours of planning and preparation. 


Every resident of Cheshire County should be very proud of 
the fine building and excllent furnishings they have provided 
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for the care of the elderly. We will do our utmost to see that 
the care we give will match the excellence of the building. 


Dr. Thomas O’Connor resigned as chief of our Medical 
Staff on October 31, 1977. We would like to express our 
thanks to him for his many years of service to Cheshire County. 


Dr. William Tatem of Walpole is our new Chief of Staff 
assisted by Dr. Richard Sanctuary also of Walpole. We now 
have a doctor visiting our patients regularly five days a week 
and one is on call on weekends. We are very pleased with our 
doctors’ coverage. At this time we would like to thank Dr. 
Tatem and Dr. Sanctuary for their wonderful cooperation in 
setting up our medical coverage and treatment program. 


The farm operation again showed a small profit. Ap- 
proximately $30,000 worth of meat, vegetables and eggs were 
supplied to the institution, which added to the cash sales of 
milk and livestock (cattle and pigs) keeps the farm in the 
black. 


The new exercise yard was built at the Jail and was used 
quite extensively. 


As with any major change in operation, the implementing 
of the new Nursing Home has been a trying time for everyone. 
Many problems developed as we added more patients and staff. 
We expect to be at full capacity by July. Hopefully by the end 
of 1978 things will be pretty well ironed out and we will be 
back on smooth sailing. 


Finally we want to thank all the people that make the 
County complex function. The County Commissioners, our

REPORT OF COUNTY ATTORNEY FOR 1977 


Nineteen Hundred and Seventy-seven was a busy year for 
the office of the County Attorney. Both myself and the As- 
sistant County Attorney were very active with the prosecution 
of criminal cases in Court throughout the year. One Hundred 
eighty-five (185) cases were assigned for trial in the Superior 
Court during the January, April, and September terms. Out of 
One Hundred sixty-four (164) jury cases scheduled for the 
entire year, One Hundred forty-three (148) of these cases 
were criminal cases. Approximately 98% of these cases were 
processed and disposed of throughout the year. In addition, 
approximately Two Hundred fifty-one (251) indictments were 
brought against ninety-four (94) individuals, all charging 
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serious felonies. Presentation of these indictments took a total 
of six (6) court days. 


Additional cases were assigned for various hearings 
throughout the three terms. Special hearings on motions to 
suppress, bail hearings, and other preliminary hearings. This 
was in addition to six (6) days set for hearings on violations 
and pleas and for arraignment of other criminal cases. 


Both myself and the Assistant County Attorney handled 
numerous other minor cases in the Keene District Court, Jaf- 
frey District Court and Hinsdale Municipal Court. The 
majority of the District Court cases were handled by the As- 
sistant County Attorney. 


Our office also rendered assistance to the Sheriff’s Depart- 
ment, New Hampshire State Police and local police depart- 
ments with regard to the investigations of various matters by 
them. Both myself and the Assistant County Attorney par- 
ticipated in police training seminars given for Law Enforce- 
ment Officers in this area. 


The office of the County Attorney is also responsible for the 
handling of non-support petitions filed pursuant to the Uniform 
Interstate Law for Support. Approximately One Hundred (100) 
petitions were prepared and filed by our office to secure sup- 
port for residents in Cheshire County that were being assisted 
by various welfare departments. We also appeared in the 
Superior Court in approximately ninety (90) cases where sup- 
port was requested by individuals in other states against 
residents of Cheshire County. 


In addition to the foregoing, the office of the County 
Attorney is responsible for advising the various county depart- 
ment heads and offices with respect to administrative matters 
and the rendering of opinions for legal questions raised. Such 
matters include questions involving the construction of the 
County jail and contracts relating thereto, advice and opinions 
concerning the construction of a new Court House and addition 
to the old Court House with land acquisition problems. 


As can be seen by the above workload, the time has now 
come to establish the office of County Attorny as a full-time 
position. The County Delegation has been considering such a 
move, and it is recommended that such action be taken, as soon 
as it is politically and practically expedient. 


Although it has been a busy year it has not been without 
its rewards, and I wish to again express my sincere apprecia- 
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tion for all of the cooperation and assistance given to my of- 
fice by the offices of the County, the Sheriff’s Office and the 
New Hampshire State Police and the local police departments 
within the County.

NOTE, As Per RSA 32:3-a 


“Use of Bond Proceeds. The proceeds of any sale of bonds 
or notes shall be used only for the purposes for which the loan 
was incurred except as otherwise authorized by this section, 
provided however that any premium received shall not be used 
to increase the amount to be spent for the purpose for which 
the loan was originally incurred. If after notes or bonds have 
been issued and no expenditure of the proceeds has been made 
for the purpose or purposes for which the debt was incurred, 
or if a balance remains after the completion of the project or 
projects for which the debt was authorized, a county by a 
two-thirds vote of all the members of the county convention 
may authorize the expenditure of the sum or sums on hand, 
including any premiums received, for any purpose or purposes 
for which bonds or serial notes may be issued for an equal or 
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longer period of time at any time which said sum or any 
portion thereof remains available; provided however that if 
the sum obtained by issuance of bonds or notes, as aforesaid, 
or any balance thereof, including any premium, is not ap- 
propriated as aforesaid, then the same shall be used to pay 
the principal of the loan as it matures.”

The NEW HAMPSHIRE COOPERATIVE EXTENSION 
SERVICE is organized as a division of the University of New 
Hampshire in cooperation with the United States Department 
of Agriculture. 

The Extension Service has the responsibility for conduct- 
ing all educational work in the fields of agriculture and home 
economies and subjects related thereto as authorized by the 
Smith-Lever Act as amended and other Acts supporting 
Cooperative Extension work. 

Through the Cheshire County Office, informal educational 
programs are offered to help people help themselves. Such 
programs are offered in environmental quality, quality of 
personal and family living problems and potentials of our 
senior citizens, management and use of our natural resources, 
wise spending of the consumer dollar, production, processing, 
marketing and distribution of agricultural products, youth 
development through 4-H and nutrition education. 

Cheshire County Cooperative Extension is guided by 
county people in establishing program priorities. Advisory 
Councils made up of county residents work in each major 
program area in order to assure that programs meet the needs 
of county residents. 

The Cheshire County Office is staffed by five county 
agents — a Home Economist, an Agricultural Agent, two 4-H 
Youth Development Agents and a County Forester. We are 
also able to call upon several area and program specialists to 
assist In many county programs. 

Extension presents information to the public through 
educational workshops and courses, radio shows, newspaper 
articles, 4-H Youth Clubs, Home Economics Extension Groups, 
personal visits to farmers and woodland owners, field tours, 
newsletters and bulletins. 

Cheshire County programs are available to all persons 
regardless of race, creed, color, sex, ethnic background or 
economic status.

FIRE MUTUAL AID 


To the Honorable Board of Commissioners, Members of 
the County Delegation and Voters of Cheshire County. 


It is a pleasure to submit to you the Annual Report 
for 1977: 


The National Fire Protection Association (NFPA) and the 
Insurance Services Office report that over 12,000 persons died 
from fire and some 300,000 plus were injured in 1977 with an 
estimated property loss of 3.75 billions, an increase of 193 
million or 5.4% over the 1976 total. The United States leads 
all other industrialized nations in fire deaths, injuries, 
property damage and economic costs resulting from fire. 


During 1977 a total of 1,844 fires were reported to our 
centralized Dispatch Center. Two of these reached major 
proportions, Main Street, Bellows Falls and Patriot Industries, 
Winchendon. All other fires were held to minimum losses 
although many had the potential. These were held to low losses 
because of the prompt response, exceptional degree of coopera- 
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tion, and a willingness to assist their neighbors that is 
demonstrated by the member Fire Departments of SWNH Fire 
Mutual Aid. 


Assistance was requested for 251 of the 1,844 fires re- 
ported. 543 town and member departments responded to the 
request from the Dispatch Center and furnished 658 fire trucks 
to assist at the fire scene plus 185 trucks to fill in at emptied 
stations. ' 


Cooperation is also great between our members and border- 
ing towns. In 17 instances we sent our member departments 
to the aid of border towns and in 18 instances our dispatchers 
requested assistance from border towns to help our members. 
The fire at the Hinsdale Paper Storage Warehouse had seven 
border towns and the Patriot Industries fire had eight border 
towns in addition to our members. In no case did these towns 
bill for equipment or manpower as in the old days. 


Ambulance calls increased from 931 in 1976 to 1,787 in 
1977; chimney fires from 287 in 1976 to 347 in 1977. Most of 
this increase is due to the increased use of wood because of the 
high cost of fuel oil. However, although the wood stove was 
often blamed for the fire it was usually the installation and/or 
lack of knowledge in burning wood which was to blame rather 
than the wood stove.

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The Dispatch Center received 7,572 police complaints 
which required the response by a Police Officer. 


An estimated 125,000 telephone calls of all nature were 
received. 


We have nine two-way radio transmitters. The four busiest 
have automatic counters. Each time a transmission is made the 
eounter records it. During 1977 the County Police transmitter 
had 230,484 transmissions, Fire 157,273, and Ambulance 34,518. 


In the field of Communications many things were ac- 
complished. On April 29 bids were opened to purchase a 10 
channel recorder for the Dispatch Center. This recorder, on 
a single tape, will record simultaneously 10 telephone and/or 
radio conversations, and it is possible to retrieve for playback 
any one conversation or any combination in the event we 
would like to listen to all aspects of the incident from the 
original call through all actions taken on phone or radio in 
regard to the incident or complaint. Also included in the 
package were two separate (“call checks”) which provide the 
ability for the dispatcher to “play back” the last phone call 
immediately. Total cost was $12,179.00. Crime Commission 
funded 80% of the total on a 95/5 basis. 


A new Radio Tone encoder was installed on July 22. This 
is a radio device which is used to alert the member firemen by 
radio and to page the police and ambulance people when 
needed. The police will be carrying pocket receivers and we 
will also be able to sound the horn or turn on the emergency 
lights on the cruisers to gain their attention when out of their 
vehicle for traffic duty or perhaps house or business building 
checks. Total cost of $1,150.00 was also funded by the Crime 
Commission on a 95/5 basis. 


We have been utilizing our old Fire Base Station as an 
emergency station on line at Hyland Hill. As both the primary 
and auxiliary bases were controlled by leased telephone lines 
contained in the same cable it would be possible, in the event 
of a cable loss, to lose all communication ability so we moved 
the standby to an antenna site in Gilsum. 


With some 380 radios in Fire Units it is very conceivable 
that if two major fires erupted at the same time the channel 
would be jammed to almost a useless condition. To help this 
situation, should it happen, we converted our old Repeater Unit 
to Base Station use and are adding a second radio channel to 
our system which will be used as a “fire ground” channel 
should the above condition exist, 
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To provide added back-up facilities we converted the old 
Low Band Sheriff Base Station which is no longer in use to 
our low band fire frequency and installed it at the Dispatch 
Center using an antenna already available at the Center. Total 
eost $38.00.

This past year the Cheshire County Conservation District 
has been fortunate to be able to keep their expense level a 
favorable amount below their income level principally because 
of increased assistance from the Soil Conservation Service in 
the form of hours per week paid to the District Manager. The 
picture for 1977 does not appear to be quite as rosy because 
of a cut in the allocation of funds to the Soil Conservation 
Service in New Hampshire. However, the District Supervisors 
feel that with good management we can get along with 
$1,000.00 less this year than last and are therefore requesting 
only $2,500.00 this year from the County.

year by the Soil Conservation Service staff at the request of 
the District were... . 


1,467 acres to be managed for wildlife 
196 acres of pasture and hayland management 
2,604 additional acres were determined to be adequate- 
ly protected from erosion 
210 technical services to 88 unts of government such as 
planning boards, conservation commissions, boards of select- 
men, etc. were provided during the year. 
The District is sponsoring assistance to the town of Marl- 
borough for a flood hazard analysis of the Minniwawa Brook 
to better predict and plan to minimize future flood damage. 


Soils mapping of the town of Sullivan has been completed 
and hopefully by the end of this year the town of Jaffrey will 
also be completed. Field mapping will be completed for the 
towns of Marlow and Surry by next fall with the start of 
mapping of the town of Swanzey scheduled after completion 
of these two towns. 

The Dept. of Agriculture has laid great stress on the im- 
portance of increased production of food and fiber. The District 
also placed this program in a priority position. To assist in 
accomplishing this goal 27 conservation plans and revisions 
were made this year for Cheshire County Conservation District 
Cooperators. 

947 people received 1,561 services through the District 
office during the past fiscal year. These figures do not include 
students from elementary school level through college who 
received various educational aids; including field trips, class- 
room lectures and slide shows plus conservation cartoon book- 
lets distributed primarily to 6th graders. The District also 
sponsored Kevin Sullivan of Keene to a week at Spruce Pond 
Conservation Camp. 

An average day at the District office sees 5 people walk 
in, 10 telephone inquiries and 1-2 requests for information by 
mail. An attempt was made to make an exact count of these 
numbers but keeping the list took time away from servicing 
the requests so the project was abandoned. 

The Cheshire County Conservation District has become 
one of the most active Districts in the State. Our sights are set 
on even greater service in 1977 and we hope you will aid us 
by granting us the $2,500 we are requesting.

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NOTES TO FINANCIAL STATEMENTS 


1. Summary of Significant Accounting Policies 

The acounting policies of the County of Cheshire, New 
Hampshire conform to generally accepted accounting prin- 
ciples as applicable to governmental unit. The following is a 
summary of the significant policies. 
Bases of Accounting 

The accrual basis of accounting is followed (with minor 
exceptions) by all funds other than budgetary funds (general, 
special funds, and debt service funds), which utilize the 
modified accrual basis of accounting. 
Inventories 

Inventory held by the Maplewood Nursing Home is priced 
at cost. All other funds do not recognize inventories which are 
expensed as purchased. 
General Fixed Assets 

General Fixed Assets purchased are recorded as ex- 
penditures in the general fund, capital projects bond fund, ete., 
at time of purchase. No depreciation has been provided on 
general fixed assets. 
Pension Funds 

Retirement funds for the benefit of employees are pro- 
vided through the New Hampshire Retirement System. 
2. Leases 

The county uses certain equipment and automobiles under 
lease agreements expiring at various dates during the next 
several years. County management expects that in the course 
of business, leases that expire will be renewed or replaced by 
other leases. 
3. New Nursing Home 

The county completed construction of a 150 bed inter- 
mediate care nursing home in the town of Westmoreland in 
1977 and occupied same on July 6, 1977. The cost of construc- 
tion and equipping same was made from the proceeds of a 
$4,223,000, thirty year bond issue. 


4, Proposed New Court House 

The county has been authorized to borrow, but has not is- 
sued, bonds not to exceed $2,600,000 for constructing, originally 
equipping and furnishing a new Superior Court House, inelud- 
ing facilities for the Clerk of Courts and Sheriff’s Department 
in the City of Keene on the so-called Bell and Bloomer 
properties, and to renovate the present County Court House to 
provide facilities for the Probate Court, Register of Probate, 
Register of Deeds, Assistant County Attorney, County Welfare, 
Commissioners and Probation Department. Architectural ser- 
vices were engaged on January 27, 1978, for this project. 
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
